A remembrance 

CONA member Lorraine Marie Noreus, who died 
Sept. 3, at the age of 63, had a hard life, Karl, her 
husband of 33 years, recounted in a note thanking the 
club for our condolence card. 

Lorraine, who suffered from 
schizoaffective disorder all her adult 
life, had fled an abusive first marriage 
when she met Karl in 1983. “I loved 
her from the start,” Karl said. Karl and 
Lorraine came to Columbus in 1994 
when his civil service position moved 
from Michigan. 

“Lorraine was very good for me. She always tried 
working. She loved working in a clerical position. She 
had ambition.” 

Karl said Lorraine had high blood pressure and dia¬ 
betes for 20 years and needed a pacemaker. “Since she 


had necrotizing fasciitis in April 2015, Lorraine was 
in hospitals and skilled nursing facilities often. Medi¬ 
cal staff always said she was a good patient. She had 
home health care and developed the hobbies of sewing 
(quilting) and FIMO clay modeling. I like to think she 
started her childhood dream of being an artist or an art 
teacher. I miss Lorraine,”
